About Grasses. 


Of the natural order gramineew or grass- 
es, botanists describe three hundred genera 
and about thirty-eight hundred species, dif- 
tused throughout the civilized world, lim- 
ited only by the bounds of general vegeta- 
tion. In the temperate portions of the 
earth, the grass covers a large portion of 
the surface with a compact green turf, but 
under the tropics the turf disappears and 
the grasses grow much larger, are more 
isolated like other plants, fewer in the num- 
ber of varieties, with broader leaves and 
more beautiful flowers. This great natural 
order including as it does all the cereals, 
contributes more to the sustenance of man 
and beast than all other plants put to- 
gether. Its nutritious properties exist net 
only in the farinaceous albumen of the ri- 
pened seed, but in the herbage. Witha 
single exception, no poisonous herb is 
found among them. The importance of 
this order of plants is further shown in the 
fact that its different genera and species 
form one-twenty-second part of all the 
known flowering plants. 

Comparatively few of the different species 
of grass are sown by the American farmer 
for hay-making purposes, and the grains 
are too well understood to require mention 
in this connection. At the head of the hay- 
making grasses, beyond a doubt, stands 
the Timothy or herd’s grass. When green, 
it is sweet and succulent, and rich in all the 
elements of nutrition. The red clover, 
though not of the order of grasses, is a val- 
uable fodder plant, and instead of exhaust- 
ing the soil, is enriches it because its roots 
become fertilizers, and it is the most val- 
uable of all crops for the recuperation of 
worn out soils. It isa biennial plant and 
gives place to other grasses after the second 
year. When clover is sown as a hay-crop 
and not as a fertilizer, it should be mixed 
with Timothy seed in the proportion of two 
of the latter to one of the fermer, because 
the clover dies out so quickly that other- 
wise, much of the ground would be left 
bare until other grasses come in. The 
value of clover as a fertilizer is shown in 
the fact that the roots of one acre when 
well set, contains 165 lbs. of nitrogen, 240 
lbs. of lime, 45 lbs. of magaesia, 75 lbs. of 
soda, 24 lbs. of sulphur, and 70 lbs. of 
phosphoric ecid. On these substances the 
herds grass and red top luxuriate after the 
red clover has died out. 

The orchard grass grows well in the 
shade and hence its name. In Eagland it 
is called Cocksfoot. This grass is said to 
have been found indigenous to this country, 
over a hundred years ago, and from here 
has been introduced into all lands where 
grass is cultivated. As a pasture grass 
there is none better and it also makes ex- 
cellent hay. The obj:ction that it grows 
inclumps unevening the ground, may be 
obviated by sowing it with Timothy or 
some other kind of seed. This grass de- 
serves & more extensive cultivation in this 
State. Fowl Meadow for wet and swampy 
ground is an excellent pasture as well as 
hay making grass. It is so called from the 
manner in which it was firat iatrodaced 
into this country, a hundred and fifty years 
ago. It was brought into a marshy spot 
on the borders of a pond in Dedham, Mass., 
by some wild fowl. It will generally do 
well where the common meadow grass will 
grow, and is a great improvement on it. 
It starts early in the spring, grows rapidly, 
and furnishes excellent late summer and 
a aarti ahay crop has been taken 
off. 

Red-top, called also fine-top, and in Penn- 
sylvania herds grass, and once here called 
English grass, is a well-known variety, and 
requires only a passing notice. June grass 
—not the small scanty grass which ripens 
early and is sometimes called by this name, 
but the poa pratensis—is the most valuable 
of all the eight varieties of poa which are 
more or less cultivated. Thisis the famous 
Kentucky blue grass. It adapts itself to a 
very wide range of country and endures ex- 
treme cold without injury. It forms a large 
portion of the best pastures of Europe and 
America. It varies somewhat in different 
soils and in consequence has received a va- 
riety of names. It attains its greatest per- 
fection in limestone regions; hence its rep- 
utation in Kentucky, and of the stock that 
feeds upon it. 

Hungarian grass which is a variety of 
millet and belongs to the order of grasses, 
is a most valuable soiling crop and should 
be extensively cultivated for that purpose. 
It germinates quickly, grows rapidly, stands 
drouth remarkably well, and ripens ina 
couple of months. it grows two or three feet 
high, has a heavy foliage, and is very rich 
as food for stock. It does best on heavy, 
strong soils, yielding tour or more tons to 
the acre, but will grow quite well on light- 
er soils. It should be cut as soon as it be- 
gins to blossom, and on account of its 
heavy burden great care should be taken 
in curing it. There are a few other species 
which are cultivated to some extent, such 
asthe Italian rye grass and the sweet 
scented vernal, neither of which bas quali- 
ties to recommend it to the farmer, except 
that the latter is fragrant and gives a sweet 
odor to the hay, but it will be noticed that 


Care of Farming Tools. 


As a rule, the most skillful and thrifty 
farmer is the one who pays the strictest at- 
tention to the minor details of his business. 
Such a one is know by his efforts to save as 
well as to acquire, for he who neglects the 
lesser things will surely find large and 
constant drawbacks on his profits. There 
are many farmers who in the course of a 
few years sustain as much loss or are put 
to as much trouble and expense in procur- 
ing tools, by their injury and decay on ac- 
count of needless exposure, as from their 
actual wear on the farm. It is too often 
the case that the most expensive farm im- 
plements, the plows, harrows, the horse- 
rake and even the mowing machine, instead 
of being carefully put under cover after 
having been used, are left exposed to the 
sun and rain. And when their use for the 
year is over they are often left by the road- 
side to remain there for the winter. And 
not only these, but wagon wheels, sleds, 
carts and hay-racks are often left scattered 
about the premises, out of the season of 
their use, where they soon rot and become 
worthless. 

Such needless exposure of farm imple- 
ments does more to weaken the wood, pro- 
mote their decay and render new ones nec- 
essary, than all their wear upon the farm 
with careful protection from the weather 
when notin use. No farm implement or 
tool of avy kind, should be left exposed to 
the sun or rain when not in actual use. 
Those not wanted during the winter should 
be put away in a dry place during that sea- 
son, and so with sleighs and sleds and other 
winter implements, during the summer. 

The damage to farm tools by the weather 
though the principal one, is not the only 
reason why they should be kept housed, 
for scattered about the premises or drawn 
up in battle array by the roadside, they 
are an intolerable nuisance, not only to the 
owner of the premises, but to the travelling 
public. They frighten horses and often- 
times are placed so near the highway as to 
interfere with travel. Wherever these 
sights meet the eye of the traveller, and 
they are not so uncommon as many may 
think, they proclaim more loudly than 
words, that idleness and unthrift are the 
leading characteristics of the owner of the 
premises. 


Almont, 


Our cut this week is a fine representation 
of this celebrated stallion, in motion. Al- 
mont was foa'ed in 1864; he ia a dark bay, 
without white, 15 hands 2'¢ inches high 
and weighs 1159 pounds. He was sired by 
Alexander’s Abdallah, sire of Goldsmith 
Maid, record 2.14; firat dam by Mambrino 
Chief, sire of Lady Thorne, record 2 18% ; 
second dam by Alexander’s Pilot, Jr., sire 
of John Morgan, record 224; third dam 
the Pope mare, said to be thoroughbred 
Almont never started in but one race, which 
was at Louisville, Kentucky, on Oct. 27, 
1868, when five years old, which he won in 
2.3934. He had previously trotted a fall 
mile in 2 32 tn private. Just after this race 
he was purchased by Col. R. West for 
$8000, and has since been used regularly 
nthe stud. In January 1875, Col. West 
3old him to Gen. Withers of Fairlawn Farm, 
Ky., his present owner, for $15,009. He 
made his first. season in 1869, and up to last 
year had sired over twenty winners of pub- 
lic races. And among them were tive that 
have made public records in 2 29 and un- 
der. Three of these were only four years 
old. Itis claimed and the record attests 
it that he has -sired more winners of con- 
tested races than any other trotting stallion 
of his age now living, or that has ever 
lived. A marked peculiarity of Almont is 
his power to impress upon his offspring in 
a remarkable degree his owa qualitiss—so 
much so that almost without exception 
every colt by him possesses the wonderful 
stifle development which he possesses and 
which insures to them his powerfal trotting 
action. He is the’sire of “Constellation,” 
owned by Gen. Tilton of Togus, and of 
“Gen. Withers,” owned by Mr. G. J. Shaw 
of Detroit. 
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Notes. 


Many persons, especially city residents, 
appear (o entertain the idea that they have 
a right to pick fleld strawberries wherever 
they can find them, and hunt for them 
wherever they please, regardless of the 
wishes of the owner of the land, or of the 
damage to the grass. If asked to go out of 
the field they are insolent and sometimes 
defiant, and return as soon as the owners’ 
back is turned. Such persons should learn 
that they are trespassers, transgressors of 
the laws, and liable to arrest and punish- 
ment. We venture to say that the damage 
to grass in this vicinity from these tres- 
passers, amounts toa hundred fold more 
than the value of all the fruit gathered. 
The strawberries whether wild or cultivat- 
ed, growing in an enclosure, are the prop- 
erty of the owner of the land as much as 
the grass and cultivated crops, and an out- 


sider has no more legal right to enter the| Maxim 


field and carry off the berries than he has 
the corn and potatoes or grass. We know 
of owners of fields with strawberries grow- 
ing therein, who have refrained from pick- 
ing them on account of the damage to the 
grass, preferriag to purchase their berries, 
and then outsiders have come in and stolen 
them; one person whose name we do not 








without sense or shame, killed their sheep 
for pelts and tallow. Large, valuable 
flocks were neglected and abandoned to 
disease and death. Now they are the very 
best paying stock either as a factor in mixed 
husbandry or in the vast pastoral region. 


Of the two hundred model farms in Ire- 
land, most of them are more than self-sup- 
porting. The government outlay for the 
whole is only $30,000. One of them which 
has to p@#y arental of $20 per acre of its 
land, has for some years, realized an an- 
nual profit of $3,000. Our American agri- 
cultural colleges would do well to look af- 
ter the causes of this profitableness. 
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The Illinois department of agriculture 
publishes for Junea table showing the 
number and condition of the cattle of the 
State on Junel. From it we find that the 
total number of cattle in the State assessed 
fn 1878 was 1,775,101; in 1879 it was 1,772,- 
057. The number of fat cattle on hand 
May 1, to be sold during the year 1879, was 
376 577. 

A Halifax (N.S) dispatch of the 23d 
says: “The army worm has appeared in 
Colchester county in immense numbers. 
They have stripped the woods on two farms 
and are moving towards the grain fields.” 
We presume the ‘‘army worm” here refer- 
red to is not the army worm proper, but 
the forest-tent caterpillar, clisiocompa syl- 
vatica which ravaged the forests and or- 
chards in the northern counties in this 
State three years ago. The army worm 
nectua unipuncta, never attacks the forest 
until it has devoured the green grass and 
other products of the field.

Special Reports from Various Points in 
the State. The Colerade Beetle. 


By the favor of our correspondents we 
are able to lay before our readers reports 
on the condition of the growing crops in 
Maine, on the first day of July iast. These 
reports c »miag from the diffsrent localities 
may fairly be said to represent the condi- 
tion of the crops in the whole State, and 
they are vary encouraging. They fully 
substantiate all that w2 have previously 
said respecting the hay crop. If harvested 
in good condition, it will be one of the best 
ever grown in Maine. Grain of every kind 
is reported in splendid condition. Corn is 
backward but coming forward finely now, 
and promises well, The beetle i: not do- 
ing the amount of damage we feared, and 
is nt resisted as we hoped, nor as ne ought 
tobe. F.rmers have an uafounded prej :- 
dice against the use of Paris green which 
they must overcom: if they would succeed 
ia destroying him. His ravages, ho vever, 
are light in most places, and the crop of 
potatoes will not be much below the aver- 
age. Reports on the apple crop are not 
uniform, but it is evident enough will be 
grown for home consumption and some for 
ex port. 

We advise a careful perusal of these ia- 
telligent reports by our subscribers. They 
are calculated to give encouragement where 
it is needed, and make pleasant readiag for 
every one iaterested ia the welfare aad pro- 
gress of our noble Co nmonwealth. A gooi 
crop is of vast importance to the State at 
any time, and especially so now when the 
times have been somewhat depressed, and 
prices of farm products are improviag.

Paris green has .0ot been used to any 
extent, and for the reason that the farmers 
fear its effect upon the crop through ab- 
sorption, or on the land, which is usually 
fed after the crops are harvested, and the 
presence of this poison beof jaj iryto st ck. 
These fears may be without foundation, but 
they are present in the minds of many of 
our Intelligent farmers. As a whole the 
crops promise well. better than was expect- 
after the enormous yield of last year. 
and with the prospect of advancing prives 
the farmers work with cheerfui spirits.

His friends itis alleged desire 
to save him the disgrace of appearing as a 
felon in the eye of the law and are buying 
up the forged paper at fifty cents upon the 
dollar, endeavoring to destroy the evidence 
before the finding of an indictment, and 
they reason that if the settlement can be 
made before an indictment is found, Ed- 
mands so far as the law is concerned, not 
having been found guilty of any crime 
must be considered innocent. This is all 
nonsense. Mr. Edmands has done a great 
wrong and is a self confessed criminal; he 
can no more change his condition than a 
leopard can change his spots. He may 
never reside inside the walls of a prison but 
he is for ever debarred from again enjoy- 
ing the confidence of his fellow men. The 
penalty may have undue severity and be 
wanting in christian charity but it is never- 
theless a finality. He must wear the felons 
brand even though he does not don the 
prison suit. He has brought this disgrace 
upon himself and he canzot escape the 
punishment. It strikes us that thie kind 
of a settlement cannot in the end be a very 
profitable speculation for the banks, for it 
will be found to place a premium upon 
forged paper and to make its issue the 
most profitable undertaking upon which an 
unscrupulous man can enter. Such a trade 
can in no way remove the stain which has 
marred the character of Mr. Edmands it can 
only be an invitation for others to do like- 
wise. It will not be tothe credit of a com- 
munity if a felony can thus be indirect- 
ly compounded.

of the Congregational church. He was 
honored and respected by the people, and 
leaves a void difficult to fill. He leaves a 
widow, one son, Hon. Ferguson Haines of 
Biddeford, and three daughters, the eldest 
of whom is the wife of Ambrose Eastman, 
Esq., of Boston.

A Sap SHOOTING AFrrarIR. A coroner’s 
jury, by a bare majority, have found Mr. 
John A. Blair, who shot his coachman, 
John Armstrong, fatally, at Montclair, N. 
J., last week, guilty of manslaughter. Four 
of the nine jurymen were in favor of a ver- 
dict of justifiable homicide. This is a case 
which has excited great interest. Blair 
went to his stable to reprove his coachman 
for some misdoing, and while there they 
had high words. He then went into the 
house, and, taking his pistol, returned to 
the stable, where he shot Armstrong twice, 
and the latter died of the wounds. No one 
was witness to the shooting, and the stories 
told by the coachman before his death and 
by Blair differ widely. The former declar- 
ing that Blair shot him and then went to 
the coachman’s room and got his pistol; 
Blair saying that when he demanded the 
keys of the stable, telling Armstrong that 
he was discharged the coachman threaten- 
ed him, and turned to go to his room, 
where, as Blair knew, he had a pistol. 
Blair followed him, and when the coach- 
man reached for his pistol Blair seized him 
and fired two shots, with the purpose sole- 
ly of disabling him and getting the pistol 
away, which he did and returned to the 
house with both pistols. The coachman 
followed to the stable door, where he fell. 
According to Blair’s account he was mild 
but firm during both interviews, while 
Armstrong was insufferably and profanely 
insolent. If it were not that Blair went to 
the house to get his pistol after the quar- 
rel had begun, his case would stand better. 
Two gentlemen testified that they had been 
obliged to discharge Armstrong from their 
service on account of his bad character and 
insolence. Blair is a bank officer, and 
there isa good deal of class feeling con- 
cerning the shooting in the neighborhood. 





AMERICAN BUTTER. At the Royal Agri- 
cultural Exhibition, now being held in 
London, England, the highest prize for 
butter has been awarded to butter made by 
John 8. Murray, ot Delhi, New York, and 
the second prize has been awarded to but- 
ter made by John Stewart, Aromosa, Iowa. 
The Exhibition of the Royal Agricultural 
Society this year was of more than usual 
importance, owing tothe fact that it was 
open to the productions of all the world, 
giving it an international character, which 
previous exhibitions of the society had not 
had. We have not yet heard whether other 
branches of American food products were 
on exhibition or not. It is to be hoped, 
however, that the great staples in the 
cereal and provision lines were represented, 
as prizes taken at these exhibitions bring 
the fine quality of American productions to 
the attention of consumers, creates a de- 
mand, and thus helps American producers 
to obtain a better price for their products 
than they otherwise would have been able 
f get. The absence of representative 
American Houses in the English market 
has resulted thus far in English Houses 
controlling the trade; and the best of our 
American productions have gone into con- 
sumption under English origin. Messrs. 
H. K. & F. B. Thurber & Co., of New 
York city have established a Branch Housein 
London and one of the principles governing 
the conduct of this Branch House will be to 
claim for American products the credit to 
which they are entitled, and which will 
surely be accorded them, when the best of 
our American productions are marketed as 
American productions upon their intrinsic 
merit.

THE NIBILIST movement, according to 
the Paris correspondent of the New York 
Times, becomes more widespread every 
day. Though the number of assassinations 
may have slightly diminished, incendiarism 
is on the increase. Numerous local insur- 
ance companies are bankrupt, and foreign 
institutions demand extravagant rates. A 
large number of officials have received 
warning that they would be murdered if 
they did not resign, with what effect is not 
stated, but if Kussian office-holders are any- 
thing like American, they will hold on and 
run their chances. A concierge has been 
the means of the capture of an important 
member of the conspiracy, with numerous 
compromising documents, his suspicions 
being excited by the fact that the Nihilist 
sometimes wore a false beard. Batches of 
suspected conspirators are being executed 
at Kieff, among those who have suffered at 
the hands of the executioner being a niece 
of the Imperial Chancellor Gortschakoff, 
who may possibly be a Nihilist himself. 
The corpse of the Emperor’s Chamberlain, 
Count Kostoul has been discovered cut in 
pieces in a wood near Moscow, in retalia- 
tion for the Kieff executions. A clandes- 
tine powder mill has been seized in the dis- 
trict et Tornik, and the adjoining provinces 
placed under martial Jaw. During the So- 
lovieff trial, a number of reporters for the 
British press were arrested as Nihilist, but 
fortunately for them, the mistake was dis- 
covered before they had been knouted or 
shipped to Siberia. With the exception of 
these few trifling and common-place inci- 
dents of Russian life, the situation is quiet.
